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Clime down for fifth year 


THE MET Police has published 
figures for the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich which show a fall in 
crime for the fifth consecutive year. 

The figures show a decrease in overall 
crime of 7.4 per cent in the 12 months 
between April 2013 to March 2014, 
compared to the same period in 2012-13. 

The number of crimes was 19,544, down 
from 21,110. 

Residential burglary is down by 64 
offences (-4.4%); there were 90 fewer 


victims of personal robberies (-18.2%); 
motor vehicle crime is down by 72 offences 
(-3.6%); and gun crime is also down with 
30 reported (-18.9%). 

Detective Chief Superintendent Helen 
Millichap, who took over as Greenwich 
Borough Commander from Richard Wood 
in March, said: “Greenwich has seen a 
steady, progressive decrease in crime. 

“My predecessor, Richard Wood, has 
done a great job in leading the borough 
and bringing crime down. 

“My aim, of course, is to carry on 


ensuring that crime continues to fall and 
that victims remain the centre and focus 
of what we do.” 

The figures show increases in certain 
crimes such as domestic crime - up by 
319 offences (16.5%) and rape - up by 48 
offences (54.5%). 

DCS Millichap added: “Tackling 
domestic abuse remains one of our 
priorities and we are working closely 
with the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
and other partner agencies on a targeted 
strategy to raise awareness of domestic 


violence and abuse and to encourage 
victims to come forward and receive the 
help and support they need. 

“We are fully focused on providing 
victims of domestic abuse with the 
support, advice and service that suits 
their individual needs. 

“An increase in domestic crime reports 
to police is encouraging as we know that 
it is under-reported. 

“Similarly, rape is another offence that

Each year, 
building components reach 
the age or condition when they 
need to be replaced, so we will 
continue to invest money in 
future years to maintain homes at 
a high standard. 

We currently report that about 90 
per cent of our homes meet the 
full standard and have recently 
introduced the Greenwich 
Homes Standard (to replace the 
Decent Homes standard), which 
will mean earlier replacement 
of kitchens and bathrooms and 
works to communal and external 
areas. 

Insulation and affordable warmth 
are high on our priorities for 
future investment and we have 
recently appointed contractors to 
deliver a programme of insulation 
and energy efficiency works to 
our more difficult blocks, some of 
which need external cladding."

is vastly under-reported. 

“The Met has made a number of changes 
to the way it investigates serious sexual 
assaults over the past few years. Across 
London there has been a big increase in 
the number of reported rapes this year 
(+31.6) and more 
people are being 
charged with rape. 

“The increase 
in reports here 
in Greenwich 
suggests that 
victims are more 
confident in coming 
to the police, which 
is a good thing.” 

The commander 
went on to say: 

“Having spent 
my first month 
in Greenwich, I 
have personally 
seen the level 
of commitment 
from detectives, 
response officers, 
neighbourhood 
officers and police 
staff who work 
tirelessly to ensure 
that we catch criminals and bring them 
before the courts. 

“I will continue to work with our local 
partners to ensure Greenwich remains a 
safe place. 

“The reductions in robbery and gun 
crime are particularly pleasing and we 


will continue to work closely with the 
local authority to tackle the issues of 
youth violence and gang crime.” 

The police figures show that racist 
and religious hate crime went up by 57 
offences, homophobic crime went up by 
26 offences and Islamophobic crime rose 
by eight offences. 

In the same 
period in 2008-09 
the total number 
of crimes recorded 
was 28,690, a figure 
which has fallen 
each year since.

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Troops on the move

AFTER four years at Woolwich 
Barracks, the 600 soldiers and their 
families of the 2nd Battalion The 
Princess of Wales’s Royal Regiment 
will be moving on in the summer. 

The infantry unit, known as The Tigers, 
is returning for a new tour of duty to 
Cyprus, which they left to come to the 
borough in 2010. 

Taking their place at the barracks will 
be 600 soldiers and around 160 military 
families from the 1st Battalion Royal 
Anglian Regiment. 

Nicknamed ‘The Vikings’, they are 
currently based at Picton Barracks in 
Bulford, close to Salisbury Plain, and will 
move to quarters in the Royal Artillery 
Barracks in Grand Depot Road. 

The soldiers’ families will be housed in 
married quarters close to the barracks in 
Ministry of Defence accommodation. 

A light-role infantry battalion, the 
Vikings unit has seen service in Bosnia, 
Iraq, Afghanistan, Croatia and Northern 
Ireland. 

Its officers and soldiers have earned 
many awards for bravery, including 10 
Military Crosses and two DSOs. They are 
commanded by Lieutenant Colonel Dom 
Biddick. 

He told GT: “I am looking forward to our 
impending move to the Royal Artillery 



Barracks in Woolwich. With the chance to 
be based in our nation’s capital, as well as 
two hours closer to our home counties of 
East Anglia, this move is seen in a positive 
light by the whole battalion. 

“While there will be differences to being 
based in rural Wiltshire, the Vikings are 
looking forward to the experience of city 
living and to quickly settling in among 
our new neighbours prior to next year’s 
operational commitments.” 

During their time in Woolwich, The 
Tigers have performed public duties such 
as providing guards for Buckingham 
Palace, St James’ Palace and Windsor 
Castle. They specialise in dismounted, 
close combat and are trained to fight in 
all types of terrain. 

The royal borough signed a special 
covenant with the Armed Forces in 2012. 
This aimed to encourage support for 
the Armed Forces personnel and their 


families who live and work in the borough, 
making it easier for service personnel, 
families and veterans to access help and 
support available from the council and 
from local voluntary groups. 

It also encouraged local members of the 
Armed Forces and their families to do as 
much as they can to support the wider 
community in Greenwich with activities 
that integrate the soldiers and their 
families into civilian life. 

Lieutenant Colonel Bob Christopher, 
the Woolwich Station Commander, 
said: “The 2nd Battalion The Princess 
of Wales’s Royal Regiment recruit from 
Kent and south east London, so this has 
been a fantastic opportunity for the 2nd 
Battalion to reconnect with their roots 
and the local population in the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich. 

“They have been a very visible part of the 
Army in the area, particularly conducting 
PT in their distinctive blue and yellow 
‘Tigers’ T-shirts, and providing their 
parachute display team for the Great Get 
Together on Armed Forces Day. 

“They have very much enjoyed being 
part of the local community, which 
has always made the soldiers and their 
families feel incredibly welcome. 

“The 1st Battalion The Royal Anglian 
Regiment, is looking forward to moving 
to Woolwich, and to enjoying the busy 
London lifestyle after several years in 
rural Wiltshire.”

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YOUNG shipmates have set sail on 
their first training session for the 
Tall Ships Festival. 

They enjoyed a sailing taster session at 
Deptford’s Ahoy Centre over Easter. 

Tall Ships recruits who are being 
sponsored by the council, and others 
who are awaiting the outcome of their 
applications, spent a day at the sailing 
training centre in Borthwick Street.

Hanna’s adventure begins on August 28 
when she boards a tall ship for the start of 
a race from Falmouth in Cornwall around 
the Isle of Wight and on in to Greenwich.

Visitors will be able to learn more about 
the tall ships and board some of them.

AROUND 50 would be 
apprentices went along to an 
open day to hear more about 
becoming an apprentice 
trainee with the council. 

An apprentice open day was 
organised by Greenwich Local 
Labour and Business (GLLaB), 
the borough’s local employment 
initiative, last Tuesday at its HQ 
in Calderwood Street, Woolwich. 

Thirteen 12-month 

apprenticeships were on 
offer with different council 
departments, including children’s 
services, business administration 
and facilities management. 

The council has already 
recruited 90 apprentices in 
partnership with the London 
Apprenticeship Company (LAC), 
which looks after all their HR 
requirements such as paying 
wages, training and mentoring, 
and helps applicants prepare for

Get 'sheducated' 



WARNING: 
Police 
want to 
prevent 
thieves 
stealing 
outdoor 
work tools 


EVERYTHING in the 
garden may not be as rosy 
as people think. 

The police are warning 
householders in the 
borough that valuable 
tools or gardening 
equipment kept in garden 
sheds can provide quick 
and easy pickings for 
crooks. 

They say keeping 
property secure outdoors 
is not just a case of fitting 
a good padlock. 

If the door hinges are 
flimsy or rusty, or if 
the timber is rotten or 
weak, locks will not stop 
determined thieves who 
are after cycles, power 
tools, lawn mowers or 
other costly outdoor 
items. 

They are all attractive 
to thieves because, with 
summer on the way, they 
are easy to sell on for 
cash. 

In their ‘Get Sheducated’ 
campaign, the police 
advise: 

• Fit good-quality locks 
bolted through shed doors 
and reinforced with a 
steel backing plate. Use 
concealed screws on the 
hasp 

• Use a hardened steel 
padlock with no fewer 
than five pins. A good DIY 
shop can advise 

• Fit windows with a 


grill fixed to steel plates 
inside the shed, or a good 
window lock 

• Consider fitting a 
simple, low-cost shed or 
personal alarm to the door 
of your shed. 

Another low-cost and 
effective security device 
are outdoor security lights 
that come on when it gets 
dark, and turn off when it 
gets light. These cost less 
than lp per night to run. 

Most cycle owners 
probably do not realise 
that more are stolen from 
sheds or garages than from 
public places. 

If you leave one or more 
in your garden shed, 
padlock them to something 


unmoveable, or together to 
make them more difficult 
to move. 

If your cycle is very 
valuable, consider fitting a 
ground anchor. 

You should also log it 
with BikeRegister, the 
online cycle identification 
and registration scheme, 
which is approved by the 
police. 

All this advice applies 
just as much to lock-up 
garages. 

And although allotments 
are harder to protect, 
getting to know your 
allotment neighbours will 
make them more likely to 
get suspicious if someone 
else is on your plot.

HELPING deaf children and young 
people to communicate within 
communities has earned a group in the 
royal borough an award for innovation. 

The Life & Deaf Association, based in 
Greenwich, was the joint winner of the 
SLCN Innovation Award in the 2013-14 
Shine a Light Awards. 

The Life & Deaf Association’s campaign 
centred on a portable exhibition that 
travelled across 15 cities, spreading a 
positive deaf awareness message to 
schools and communities. 

The group drove a poetry wrapped 
VW-camper van across the UK, 
teaching people how to sign Good 
Morning as a gesture of inclusion. 

The van stopped at schools each morning 


and deaf young poets delivered an 
assembly, performed signed poetry and 
discussed their feelings and experiences. 

In the afternoons, the camper van was 
driven to Tesco car parks to reach a 
diverse cross section of British 
communities. Deaf-awareness 

information was distributed and 20,000 
shoppers were taught how to sign Good 
Morning. 

Pictures were loaded to the website 
where celebrities, such as actors Sir Ian 
McKellan and Daniel Radcliffe and former 
Spice Girl Emma Bunton, were among 
those pictured signing the greeting. 

Celebrity films featuring them 
signing were shown at a number of 
London Underground stations alongside 


clips of deaf children and young people 
and their families. 

The judges were impressed that, as a 
result of the campaign, schools pledged 
to add signed poetry to the English 
curriculum, to set up poetry corners 
for self-expression and to use poetry 
alongside behaviour and counselling. 

The Life and Deaf Association was 
launched in 2006 by volunteers by 
specialists in the deaf field. 

The group runs projects using poetry 
and the arts aimed at developing the 
communication skills and emotional 
literacy of deaf and hard of hearing 
young people.

CELEBRATE May Day with traditional 
English Morris dancing this Thursday. 
Dancing styles dating back more than 500 
years will be demonstrated outside the Old 
Royal Naval College in Greenwich on May 
Day, Thursday May 1 . 

The Woodchurch Morris Men from Kent will 
be performing ancient dance steps to music, 
with the traditional bells and waving of 
handkerchiefs. 

The troop will be performing on the King 
Charles lawn outside Discover Greenwich 
from 1 2.1 5pm to 1 .1 5pm. 

The college will also be getting a May 
Day visit from the Fowlers Troop and the 
Deptford Jack in the Green after they have 
followed a route around south east London. 
The Deptford Jack in the Green is a revival 
of a tradition that dates back to the 1 6th 
century. Historically people would make 
garlands of flowers and leaves for the May 
Day celebration. The garlands became more 
and more elaborate, eventually covering the 
entire 'Jack' in green. 

The custom started to die out in the late 
1 9th century, mainly because the Victorians 
disapproved of the bawdy behaviour it led 
to. But the tradition was revived towards 
the end of the 20th century. At three metres 
high the Fowlers Troop's Jack in the Green 
is one of the tallest and heaviest of the 
specially-created characters that celebrate

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Divine start to outdoor season

DIVINE Oladipo marked herself out 
as one to watch after breaking the 
Cambridge Harriers U17 girls shot putt 
record in the club’s opening match of 
the season. 

The 15-year-old, in her first year in the 
age-group, broke a record set 33 years 
ago by Myrtle Augee, who went on to 
win gold, two silvers and a bronze at four 
separate Commonwealth Games in a 16- 
year top-flight athletics career. 

Divine’s throw of 13.54 metres, competing 
in the club’s adult side in the Southern 
Athletic League, also put her top of the UK 
rankings at U17 level in her discipline. 

Her previous best with the 4kg senior 
shot put was 11.78 metres, set when taking 
a bronze medal at the England U17 indoor 
championships in March. 

Mick Bond, athletics development 
manager at the club, said: “We went into 
her school, St Ursula’s in Blackheath, as 
part of our satellite programme a couple 
of years ago and did some coaching then 
encouraged the girls to come down to the 
club. 

“She started as a sprinter but has quickly 
found her feet as a thrower and has been 
improving rapidly ever since. 

“She was throwing a 4kg senior weight 
[in the league fixture] but when she 
competes at U17 level this year she will be 


throwing a 3kg shot so she’s going to be 
throwing even further this year.” 

Last season Divine finished ranked 
fourth in the U15 shot and also ranked 
third in the discus. 

In the same fixture she threw the discus 


40.43 metres, another personal best, to win 
maximum points in the discipline for the 
Harriers in the match against Dartford, St 
Mary’s Richmond and Epsom & Ewell. 

The age-group discus record was set 
in 2001, at 41.28m. Other juniors to do 


well included Daniel Akin, aged 15, who 
beat his previous personal best by eight 
centimetres to leap 1.98m in the high 
jump, while Tobi Ogunjimmi ran a very 
quick 22.40 seconds in the 200m. 

Danielle Blake won the 100m and 200m 
A string races with ease in 13.1 seconds 
and 25.94, with Mia Rodney taking the B 
string races in 13.0 and 27.05. 

Tobi Esan won the B string 100m and 
200m while Omari Markland Montgomery 
and Lucy Daniel won the men’s and 
women’s 400m races. 

In the middle distances, Stephen Bell 
won the A string 800m and Adam Wright 
the B string 1500m, while Adam won the B 
string 800m and A string 1500. 

Rob Jackaman front ran the 5km to win 
comfortably. 

Molly Hawkins had a great debut in the 
steeplechase, winning in 6min 00.66sec. 
Sophie Fenner ran the B string race. Clare 
Elms completed the 800m, 1500m and 3km. 

Joe Epps had the best of the hurdles 
results, winning the A Sting 110m hurdles. 

Dartford just pipped Cambridge to win 
the match. 

The next match is at Swindon on May 17 
against Tonbridge, Andover and the hosts.

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Greenwich side keep up 
wheelchair title challenge 

A 6-0 WIN helped Greenwich 
Powerchair Football Club maintain 
their title challenge in their South 
East Wheelchair Football League 
division. 

The comprehensive victory over 
Brighton left them a point behind leaders 
Portsmouth. 

However, Greenwich had already drawn 
0-0 with Swindon earlier on the same day, 
their other match in the latest round of 
fixtures held at the University of Surrey, 
Guildford. 

That meant they fell from joint top to 
second in the competition, which has two 
more rounds of fixtures to go. 

Team manager Rhea MacKennon 
described how the team dominated 
against Swindon but just could not get 
the goal to win. 

“We had 95 per cent of the possession 
and virtually the whole game was played 
in their half,” she said. 

“We had the ball in the net once but 
the referee had already blown for a free- 
kick to us. We would have preferred the 
advantage of playing on.” 

The team were much more successful 
in the second match, beating Brighton 
6-0 with a hat-trick from captain Kyle 
Alexander, who was man of the match. 

Emily Campbell scored twice and Shea 
French-Gibbens stuck the other goal, 
with Kieran Gibbons also contributing to 
the team effort. 

Rhea reflected that the two-match event 
had come at the end of a busy fortnight for 
the players, who were involved in South 


London Special League activities in the 
first week of the Easter Holidays, then 
had attended Time to Shine activities at 
Stoke Mandeville. 

“Sometimes they were watching the 
opposition rather than the ball and the 
ball went past them before they had a 
chance to react,” she said. 

“We’ve still got four games left and our 


next one is against Portsmouth. They are 
top of the league by a point but our goal 
difference is two better than theirs.” 

Greenwich also beat Portsmouth 1-0 in 
the first match between the sides. Each 
team plays each other twice. 

The next round is on June 1, when 
Greenwich are also due to face Essex. The 
top two teams in the division are due to 


be promoted, to the South East Premier 
Division, and enthusiasm for the activity 
in Greenwich has grown.
